GOMPERS SCORESREDS
AS ENEMIES OF LABOR

Article in Federationist Vigorously
Condemns Bolshevism.Quotes
Russian Unionists' Letter.

All the Information needed f#r
American, to pass judgment on Bol-
shevlsm is available. Samuel Oo«

pers, president of the American Fed¬
eration of Labor, declares in an ar¬
ticle in the current number of the
Federationl.t, official organ of the
federation .He denounces the radi¬
cals and their doctrines unqualifiedly.
He quotes as the most direct in¬

formation a dispatch from Russian
trade unionists to W. A.
president of the International fed¬
eration of Trade Unions, which de¬
clares that Bolshevists have split up
the reserve fund of trade unions,
throttled the labor press, killed labor
organisation., split up trade, union*
as a class, and put down strike, by
"force of arms and plentiful execu-
tlons." 1

"In all concepts of freedom witnin
the American nation." says Qompers,
"one fundamental principle is that
any involuntary servitude, that is.
compulsory labor, shall not be en¬
forced upon the working people.
"Tha concept and the spirit of that

amendment have . been entirely re¬

versed by the constitution of Bolshe¬
vist Russia which provides for and
enforces compulsory labor. We know
about Bolshevism. We know the
piteous story of cruelty and Intoler¬
ance and we know the autocratic con¬

cept that underlies the minority dic¬
tatorship which Is hailed to the world
by its dupes and advocates as the
most perfect state of society yet de-
viced. We know about It and we

condemn It completely, finally, and
for all time."

SHEA SAYS ROADS PLAN
WAGE CUT ON RETURN

Rail Union Head Claims Cummins
Rill Passage Might Mean

Strike.

NEW YORK, Jan. 30..Timothy
Shea, acting president of the Brother¬
hood of Locomotive Firemen and En-
glnemen, speaking before the twen¬
tieth annual mooting of the National
Civic Association, here yesterday,
made direct charges that "certain rail¬
roads" were planning to reduce wages
a. soon as the roadq were returned to
private control.
He Joined with Samuel Qompers In

making an attack on compulsory ar¬
bitration, and denounced the Cum¬
mins bill.
Denying the statement of a speaker

at the opening session that the rail¬
road men were the highest paid clas.
of workers In tho country and that
one engineer received $250 monthly,
Mr. Shea declared that the man might
have received this amount, but that
he would have had to work fourteen
hours a day, thirty days a month to
get It.
"There Is no danger of a strike on

American railroads, unless it Is pro¬
voked by such legislation as the
Cummins bill or such an attitude of
the Oovsrnmemnt as In the eoal
strike." the speaker said In con¬
clusion.
Speaking of the proposal of a na¬

tional board of adjustment, supple-
mented by regional boards, as sug¬
gested at the President's second In¬
dustrial conference In Washington.
Mr. Oompers said that political
changes would have so great an ef¬
fect upon these boards that their
worth would be destroyed.
Ralph M Easley. chair/nan of the

executive council of the federation,
submitted a substitute proposal for
voluntary arbitration of Isbor dis¬
pute*.

Senator McLean Urges Passage
of His Amendment to

Present Law.

I^ean, of Connecticut, yesterday ur'**
passage ofbls bill to amend the civil
service law so as to give women equal
chance of appointment to Government
positions as men. )
Miss Mary Anderson, head of the

Women's Bureau of the Department
of Labor, Is to appear before the
committee.
The National Wpmen a Trade Union

also is supporting the measure.
This Is the provision which Sen*

ator McLean advocates:
"Women may, in the discretion of

the head of any department, be ap¬
pointed to any position in the classi¬
fied civil service upon the waine

requisites and conditions and with
tha same compensation, as are pre¬
scribed for men:

"Provided, however, that nominat¬
ing and appointing officers, when re¬

questing certification from th<- eligi¬
ble list of tha Civil Service Commis¬
sion. shall not specify such unless
such Is a physical barrier to the
proper performance of said duties of
the position to be filled.'*
Senator McLean contended that In

making selection for appointment
women deliberately are discriminated
against.

Conferees Certain to Report
Compromise Measure to Re¬

turn Lines on March 1.

A flnal >|r«einrnt by Senate and
H»um conferee* on railroad leglala-
tloa la near, It waa learned today

certain that the railroad bill will be
paaaed early neat month, ao that
thare wUl be no hitch in the Freal-
dent'a announced plan to return tha
llnca to their ownara March 1.

to their ownera aa aoon aa poealbla.

¦ttopd to have agreed to abandon tha
provlalona of the Cummlna bill, pro¬
viding for a Federal transportation
board, compulaory conaolldatlon of
the linea, and poaalhly the antl-atrlke
provlalona. If the Houae will accept
aectlon 6.
The Houae conferee* are now work¬

ing for a modification of the aectlon.
and it haa been auggeated that a

corapromlae be arranged.
Both conference commltteea have

now decided It will not be neceaaary
to return to the respective houaaa for
further inatructlons.
